W ashington, Nov. 18.—The Anglo- 
American commission, now in session 
her** to adjust differences between the 
U nited States and Canada, yesterday 
held a lengthy session upon the two s u b 
jeer n w hich an* regarded as of most im ­ 
portune**, nam ely, the N orth Atlantic 
fisheries and reciprocity. 
Th** fisheries ‘ 
question was practically taken up for 
the first tim e, and it w as quite definitely i 
understood that the position of the Can­ 
adian governm ent wa* m ade d e a r as 
favorable to granting enlarged rights to 
Am erican fishermen in Canadian w aters 
of the N orth A tlantic, if iii return C an­ 
adian fish ar** adm itted free of duty to 
American m arkets. 
Concerning reciprocity I* has now de­ 
velop*-d that while smile progress i,s be­ 
ing made in considering certain articles 
w hich w ill bt* the basis of reciprocity,1 
yet the Am erican commissioner* art* 
likely to insist, as a prelim inary to any 
reciprocity, that Canada shall wipe out 
th at feature of her tariff law w hich 
gives Groat B ritain a preference of 2.1 
lier cent on all tariff duties. 
W ithout the abolition of preferential 
rates to G reat B ritain the opinion is 
very positively expressed that a reci­ 
procity agreem ent cannot be reached. 
Tile effect of these rates has been to re­ 
duce m aterially the sales of American 
cotton goods, hardw are and other lines 
iii Canalla, and to increase the sales of 
British goods, 
One of the American ex­ 
perts said yesterday th at the shipm ent 
of cotton d o th to Cana*la had fallen off 
from $1,775,000 .in 1897 to $788,009 in 
189% a loss of about $1,000,CKX), due to 
th*> fact that British cotton cloths re­ 
ceived a preference of 25 per cent in the 
duties.
